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CLUB REGULATIONS 


1. Members are entitled to one copy of the 
Year Book; additional copies may be obtained frem 
the Corresponding Secretary at cost. 


2. The Executive Board meets preceding the 
General Meeting at the Dominy Memorial Library. 


8. The deliberations of all meetings of the 
Club shall be governed by Sherman’s Revised Par- 
liamentary Law. 


4. Any member of the General Club is privi- 
leged to attend any or all meetings of the De- 
partments. 


5. Members shall be required to show their 
membership cards to one of the doorkeepers. 


6. Tuesday shall be known as Woman’s Club 
Day. 


7. District meetings are held in October, Feb- 
ruary and May. The State Federation meeting is 
held in May. County meetings are held in the 
spring and fall. 


8. When a member of the Woman’s Club of 
Fairbury changes her residence to another city, the 
name shall be automatically dropped from the mem- 
bership list appearing in the next printed Year 
Book, unless the member makes the request, ac- 
companied by dues, that her name be retained. 


9. Each department shall hold its annual elec- 
tion in the same month as the general election. 


10. All Club members whose names have been 
carried for one year without dues, are automati- 
cally dropped by default, before the printing of the 
next Year Book. 


11. A resignation of membership must be in the 
hands of the Corresponding Secretary before June 
first to become effective the following year. 
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DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 


1. The Program Committee shall arrange a pro- 
pram and superintend the carrying out of the same 
during the year. 


2. The Rooms Committee shall provide and have 
general charge of the place of meeting and supply 
any necessary furnishings for the same. This com- 
mittee shall also supervise the use and care of Club 
property, which shall include the kitchenette. 


3. The Year Book Committee shall have charge 
of the Year Book. The First Vice-President shall 
act as chairman and all reports and programs shali 
be given to her for recording the same. 


4, The Ways and Means Committee shall assist 
the Executive Board in financing the Club by creat- 
ing ways and means of raising funds for reimburs- 
ing the Club Treasury. 


5. The Press and Publicity Committee shall save 


all newspaper clippings and copied reports of Club 
activities; these to be sent upon request to the 
District Publicity Chairman; she shall also send 
during the year several reports of Club work to 
The Club Woman. 


6. The Membership Committee shall endeavor to 
secure new members and assist in the collection 
of unpaid dues. 


7. The Revisions Committee shall present to 
the Club for ratification all necessary changes in 
the Constitution and its By-Laws, or any addition 
thereto. 


8. The Auditing Committee shall, in April, ex- 
amine the accounts of the Treasurer and report to 
the Club in May at the annual meeting. 


9. The Hospitality Committee shall act as 
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hostess for all program talent and shall meet and 
introduce new members and guests; appoint ushers 
for each meeting and have charge of all social 
meetings. 


10. The Doorkeepers’ Committee shall acknowl- 
edge membership cards presented and collect the 
door fee from visiting non-members. 


11. The Parks and Playgrounds Committee shall 
promote a greater interest in our parks, and seek 
to create a determined public interest for a trained 
play supervisor for four or five weeks during the 
summer vacation. 


12. The Welfare Committee has to do with keep- 
ing the city healthful with clean surroundings; witn 
the disbursement of aid to the unfortunate and 
needy, and making a survey of social conditions. 
This committee shall also co-operate with the Su- 
perintendent of the Hospital Board in time of need, 
and shall endeavor to have an intelligent knowl- 
edge of ways and means of being most helpful to 
the Fairbury Hospital. 


18. The Civic Committee shall canvass the needs 
of our community and suggest the Club’s interest 
and assistance in such things as seem practicable. 
This committee shall have supervision over the 
“Woman’s Club Garden,” and co-operate with the 
Graceland Cemetery Board. 


14. The Transportation Committee shall assist in 
arranging means of transportation for Club mem- 
bers desirous of attending Federation meetings. 


15. The Nominating Committee of three, ap- 
pointed by the President in February, shall at the 
annual meeting held in April, make a report of such 
names for officers as they believe will be efficient 
workers for the Club’s advancement. 


16. The General Federation Representative will 
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receive and report the communications sent to the 
local Club by the State Director. 


17. The Parliamentarian will give her assistance 
in all matters coming before the Executive Board 
and the General Club, requiring a Parliamentary 
decision. 


18. The Historian shall post and keep a scrap 
` book containing all newspaper reports of activities 
‘engaged in by the General Club and by ithe De- 
partments. 


19. Tke Local Chairman Co-operating with State 
and District Departments and Standing Committees 
will report and recommend such plans and sugges- 
tions received through state and district bulletins, 
as seem practical for work in local Clubs. 


20. The Tourist Park is under the supervision 
of the Parks and Playgrounds Committee. 
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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I 


This Association shall be known as The Woman’s 
Club, of Fairbury, Illinois. 


ARTICLE II 
OBJECTS 
The object of this Association shall be mutual 
kelp, intellectual and moral development and social 
enjoyment, so that by our united efforts we may 
promote the welfare of our community. 


ARTICLE III 
MEMBERSHIP 

Any woman of good character interested in the 
object of this Club and meeting her financial obli- 
gations, upon signing a membership card, which 
has been signed by two members, is eligible to be- 
come a member of The Woman’s Club. (I have 
carefully read the Constitution and By-Laws and 
hereby promise, if admitted to membership, to 
further the object for which the Club is formed). 
The application blank must be accompanied by a 
fee of one dollar ($1.00) for initiation and one 
dollar ($1.00) for dues. 

This card is to be passed upon by the Executive 
Committee. Any member in good standing wishing 
to withdraw shall present a written resignation to 
the Corresponding Secretary and pay all dues to 
date of resignation. If wishing to again become a 
member of The Woman's Club. an initiation fee of 
one dollar ($1.00), also dues of one dollar ($1.00), 
shall be required. 


ARTICLE IV | 
OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers shall be President, two 
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Vice-Presidents, Recording Secretary, Correspond- 
ing Secretary and Treasurer. These, together with 
the presiding officers of each department, and two 
members elected from the Club at large, shall con- 
stitute an Executive Board. 

_ Section 2. Nominations shall be made by a Nom- 
~ inating Committee consisting of three, who are to 
`be appointed by the President. 

Section 3. The officers shall be elected by ballot 
at the annual meeting in April. At the first elec- 
tion the President, Second Vice-President and Cor- 
responding Secretary shall be elected for two years, 
and the First Vice-President, Recording Secretary 
and Treasurer shall be elected for one year and 
after that the term of office for all shall be two 
years. Meetings to be held on the evenings of the 
first Tuesday in each month. A majority of the 
votes cast shall constitute an election. If but one 
candidate is named for each office, election by ballot 
may be suspended and the candidates elected by a 
rising vote. 

Section 4. New officers to assume their duties the 
first meeting following the adjourned meeting in 
May. No member shall be eligible to the office of 
President until after she has served one year on the 
Executive Board. No officer shall succeed herself. 

Section 5. Any office becoming vacant during the 
term of office shall be filled until the next regular 
election by appointment of the Executive Board. 


ARTICLE V 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section 1. The duty of the President is to preside 
at all meetings of the Club and the Executive 
Board; to have a general oversight of the work; to 
call the meetings; to sign with the Secretary all 
orders drawn on the Treasurer; to appoint all com- 
mittees. 

Section 2. In the absence of the President the 
Vice-Presidents in their order shall perform the 
duties of the office. The First Vice-President sha! 
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be chairman of the Year Book Committee and in 
the absence of the President, call the meetings; the 
Second Vice-President shall be chairman of the 
Election Board, whose duty it shall be to prepare 
the ballots and everything necessary for an election. 


Section 3. The Recording Secretary shall keep a 
list of the membership of the Club; keep a record 
of all the proceedings of the Club and the Executive 
Board; receive and keep a record of all dues and 
moneys: and issue orders on the Treasurer, signed 
by the President and herself. 

Section 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall con- 
duct the correspondence of the Club and Executive 
Board; send out all notices, Year Books, notify can- 
didates of their election or rejection; order station- 
ery and printed matter, and serve as a press agent 
under the direction of the Executive Board. 


Section 5. The Treasurer shall receive and keep 
a record of all moneys from the Secretary and pay 
them out only when orders properly signed have 
been issued. She shall give a receipt for all funds 
received from the Secretary and shall deposit ail 
funds in a local bank. 


ARTICLE VI 
DUTIES OF EXECUTIVE BOARD 


Section 1. The Executive Board, which is consti- 
tuted of the officers and heads of the various de- 
partments and two members elected from the Gen- 
eral Club at large, shall meet once a month and 
make a general survey of the work that has been 
done and formulate the plans of work to be done. 
The committee shall also pass upon the eligibility 
of candidates for membership. i 

Section 2. This Board shall constitute the Finance 
Committee, which shall supervise and direct the 
general expense and the special expense of the va- 
rious departments. 


Section 3. The meetings to be called by the Pres- 
ident. 
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ARTICLE VII 

DEPARTMENTS 
Section 1. The Club shall have the following de- 
partments: Art and Literature, American Home, 
Music and Drama, and Professional and Business 
Women; and may add more if fifteen or more mem- 
\ bers are desirous of creating a new department, 
`but the consent of the Executive Board must be 
obtained. Each department shall elect its own 
officers and make its own regulations, not conflict- 
ing with the By-Laws or Constitution of the Club. 


ARTICLE VIII 
AMENDMENTS 


This Constitution and By-Laws may be modified, 
altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present at ithe annual meeting, or any 
adjourned session thereof, or special meeting calied 
for that purpose, but one month's notice must be 
given of such an intended amendment. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION RATI- 
FIED ACCORDING TO THE PROVISIONS OF 
ARTICLE VIII 


Section 1. Another Department shall be added 
known as the Garden Department. 
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BY-LAWS 


1. The regular meetings of the General Club 
shall be held the first Tuesday evening of each 
month at 7:30 o'clock. 


2. The annual business meeting shall be held 
on the first Tuesday in May, with an adjourned 
meeting thereof held following the annual meeting 
of the Illinois Federation of Women's Clubs; the 
purpose of this meeting being to transact business 
and to hear the delegates' reports. 


3. The Executive Board shall meet monthly. 


4. All business must be presented to ће Ехеса- 
tive Board (prior to the general meetings). 


5. Members may bring non-resident guests to 
the regular meetings. A fee of twenty-five cents 
(25с) shall be paid for resident guests. A resident 
guest is one who considers Fairbury her home or 
makes it her trading center, and who because of 
her proximity to Fairbury could easily become a 
member of the Club. No resident shall be admitted 
as a guest more than twice during the year. 


6. A majority of the members of the Executive 
Board shall constitute a quorum. 


7. A fee of one dollar ($1.00) for initiation and 
one dollar ($1.00) for dues shall be required for 
membership.
